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Federal Assistance Requests Top 210 Million Dollars 


The Area Planning Board was certified in 1967, by 
the U.S. Office of Management and Budget, as 
the A-95 Review Agency for Palm Beach County. 
In this role, the Area Planning Board (APB) reviews 
all federal grant applications affecting Palm Beach 
County which are governed by Federal Office of 
Management and Budget Circular A-95. The Cir- 
cular is a federal regulation, the purpose of which is 
to promote cooperation between federal, state and 
local governments in the evaluation, review and coor- 
dination of federally assisted programs and projects. 
Programs which fall within the scope of A-95 Review 
are those which have an impact on state, areawide and 
local development. 


«hrough its designation as the Metropolitan Clearing- 
house, the APB sets in motion that part of OMB Cir- 
cular A-95 which is identified as the Project Notifica- 
tion and Review System commonly known as A-95 
Review. The Project Notification delegates two re- 
sponsibilities to the Clearinghouse: 1) notification of 
local jurisdictions and agencies which might be affected 
by the proposed project; and 2) agency review of the 
project to determine consistency with adopted area- 
wide comprehensive plans and policies (e.g., Regional 
Comprehensive Development Plan for Palm Beach 
County, Year 2000 Transportation Systems Plan, 
Areawide Waste Treatment Management Plan, and 
Areawide Housing Opportunity Plan). 


Applications involving federal funds within Palm 
Beach County must be sent to three clearinghouses: 
1) The Area Planning Board (Metropolitan Clearing- 
house); 2) Treasure Coast Regional Planning Council 
(Regional Clearinghouse); and 3) the State Planning 
and Development Clearinghouse (Governor’s Office). 
The Area Planning Board and Treasure Coast Region- 
al Planning Council (TCRPC) have an agreement 
coordinating the areawide and regional review process 
in order to assure that there is no duplication of 
effort. The TCRPC reviews projects only for their 


e™mpact on adopted regional policies. The State Plan- 


ing and Development Clearinghouse assures that 
proposed projects are consistent with state plans 
and policies. 


During calendar year 1979, the APB reviewed 123 
applications having a total funding of $245,718,020. 
(See Page 2 for funding breakdown by federal, state 
and local shares.) A great number of local govern- 
ments and agencies were notified about proposed 
projects and the responses received indicate that the 
review system is operating well in Palm Beach County. 
The APB appreciates the cooperation of those who 
actively participate in the process. Comments of 
individual agencies and governments are considered 
by the APB in evaluating applications for consistency 
with local and areawide plans and policies. These 
comments are also forwarded to the applicant who 
must make them a part of the formal application to 
the federal agency. 


Pages 2 and 3 of this newsletter provide additional 
information regarding the applications processed in 
1979. The pie chart compares the proposed federal, 
state and local shares of applications reviewed during 
the years 1976—1979. TABLES | through III pro- 
vide information regarding applicants, proposed 
funding amounts, functional categories and federal 
funding agencies for those applications reviewed by 
the Area Planning Board. 


In reviewing the information, it should be kept in 
mind that the applications submitted by the State 
of Florida, which amount to over $97,000,000, 
affect not only Palm Beach County but the entire 
state. The National Council of Senior Citizens 
submitted an application for more than $49,000,000 
for a nationwide program. 


Thirty-four (34) applications totalling over 
$59,000,000 were submitted by the Palm Beach 
County Board of County Commissioners. For clari- 
fication, these are listed by individual departments 
or agencies.

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The Area Planning Board reviewed 123 applications during the 12-month period from January 1, 1979 through 
December 31, 1979. These applications were for projects totaling $245,718,020. Federal share amounted to 
$210,403,967. Matching portions amounted to $14,949,511 for the State share and $20,364,542 from local funds.
